1 . CHAIRMAN US DELEGATION TO JBUSMC, REAR ADMIRAL CALLAGHAN, 

MET WITH HIS BRAZILIAN COUNTERPART, ADMIRAL JANNUZZI 
MARCH 1 1 TO DISCUSS BRAZIL’S SECURITY ASSISTANCE RENUNCIATION. 

THE TWO ADMIRALS REVIEWED THE POSSIBILITY OF BRAZIL MAKING 
MAXIMUM UTILIZATION OF FMS CASH 

PURCHASES THROUGH THE END OF FY-77, WITH JANNUZZI REACTING 
POSITIVELY. 

2. SPEAKING CANDIDLY, JANNUZZI SAID THAT THE ACT OF THE 
DELIVERY OF THE HUMAN RIGHTS REPORT, HOWEVER WELL INTENDED. 
TOUCHED OFF HEATED ANGER AT THE HIGHEST LEVELS OF THE GOB.

WITH CONSIDERABLE DISMAY, JANNUZZI LAMENTED THAT 
COOLER HEADS HAD NOT PREVAILED, BUT HE HOPED THAT WITH 
THE PASSAGE OF TIME TWO SIDES COULD MEND THEIR FENCES. 

JANNUZZI ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THERE WERE MANY MIDDLE-GRADE 
PERSONNEL WHO DEPLORED THE GOB S DEPENDENCE ON THE USG 
AND APPLAUDED THE RENUNCIATION OF SECURITY 
ASSISTANCE AS A FURTHERING OF NATIONALISTIC ASPIRATIONS. 
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3. AFTER REAR ADMIRAL CALLAGHAN WAS INFORMED BY HIS 
STAFF IN THE MIDDLE OF THE MEETING OF THE DENUNCIATION 
OF THE 1952 AGREEMENT, JANNUZZI REITERATED HIS DISLIKE 
FOR HOT-TENLERED, IRRATIONAL POLITICS, NOTING THAT HE 
PREFERRED TO EXAMINE ISSUES CAREFULLY BEFORE TAKING 
ANY ACTION. HE RESTATED HIS BELIEF THAT BILATERAL 
RELATIONS COULD BE IMPROVED BY THE END OF THE YEAR. REGARD- 
ING OPERATIONAL ISSUES, JANNUZZI WONDERED HOW THE 
TERMINATION OF THE 1952 AGREEMENT WOULD AFFECT THE 
STATUS OF SHIPS LEASED BY THE BRAZILIAN NAVY. 

4. REAR ADMIRAL CALLAGHAN ASSURED THE ADMIRAL THAT THE 
USG AND PARTICULARLY THE JCS WERE INTERESTED IN 
STRENGTHENING OUR MILITARY RELATIONSHIP. ADMIRAL 
JANNUZZI APPEARED NOT TO OPPOSE THE HUMAN RIGHTS 
STIPULATIONS NECESSARY FOR THE PASSAGE OF THE SECURITY 
ASSISTANCE ACT OF FY-78, BUT RATHER THE PUBLICATION OF 
SUCH REPORTS. JANNUZZI ALSO STRESSED HIS BELIEF THAT 
BOTH SIDES MUST NOW WORK TOWARDS REESTABLISHING AND 
MAINTAINING OUR PAST STRONG RELATIONSHIP. 
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
